Materials created by or collected by faculty and staff of 
the Women’s Gender, and Sexuality Studies Department 
and its predecessor departments as part of administering 
the department, planning and promoting departmental 
programs and developing curriculum. Due to the 
structure of the department for much of the time 
represented, files were most likely kept by individual 
faculty members and eventually compiled together once 
the department was given an office. Materials were 
transferred to the Archives in 2022 by the Women’s, 
Gender, and Sexuality Department. 


Materials were processed in Fall, 2022 by Iris Ashby 
under the supervision of Ross Griffiths, Archivist. 
Materials were received largely without any apparent 
original order except within file folders, so a new series 
and item order was developed. Damaged files were 
photocopied. Selected bound items were disbound and 
paper clips were removed. Contents of floppy drives 
were digitally transferred to Google Drive. Materials 
were placed into acid free containers and arranged into 
series. 


The Women’s, Gender, and Sexuality Studies department 
at Worcester State University has its roots in the 1980s, 
where it was called the Women’s Studies Department. 
For much of its history, the department offered an 
interdisciplinary concentration and consisted of faculty 
who were principally part of other departments. Many of 
the documents in this collection were likely created by 
Kristin Waters who was head of the Department in the 
early 2000’s. During this time, the Department regularly 
held conferences, lectures, and cooperated with 
community organizations on projects such as the 
Daybreak Breakfast and the Women 2000 Celebration, 
which commemorated the 150th anniversary of the first 
national women’s rights convention which took place in 
Worcester.

Materials include clippings; curriculum proposals; event 
planning documents; financial reports; marketing and 
promotional materials; research materials; and syllabi 
and class schedules. Materials show the particular 
challenges of running a small interdisciplinary 
department which produced a great deal of extra- 
curricular content. The bulk of materials date to the early 
2000’s during the tenure of Kristin Waters as the 
department chair. 


Materials are arranged in four series. 


Administration 

Contains materials relating to the operations of the 
department such as budgeting, meeting minutes, 
policies, and other similar materials. There are two sub- 
series. “Faculty Papers” contains the personal papers of 
faculty and are related to Women’s studies topics but 
might not be directly related to the department. 
“Marketing and Publicity” contains flyers, posters and 
other marketing materials created by the department to 
publicize the department itself. 


Courses & Curriculum 

Contains materials relating to the courses within the 
department, their curriculums, or the curriculum of the 
department as a whole. Curriculum development is a 
central theme. Due to the process of how courses 
became part of the department, this series contains 
contents such as syllabi for courses that ultimately were 
not part of the department. The single sub-series titled 
“Travel” pertains to the planning of field trips taken by 
classes. 


Events & Programs 

Contains materials relating to the planning, marketing, 
and media coverage of conferences, lectures, and other 
programs held by the department. All files are within one 
of two sub-series. “Marketing and Publicity” contains 
flyers, posters, and other marketing materials for events
